This was the' first time the Prince 


had been attacked though" the assassin- 
ation of the queen had been attempted 
five times—by Oxford in 1840, by Fran- 
cis in 1842, by Bean in the same year, 
by Hamilton in 1849, and by MacLean 
at Windsor in 1882. 


The life of no monarch in Europe has 


been in danger so many times as Queen 
Victorians. 


With the exception of Emperor Wil- 


liam, the hereditary ruler of 
every 


principal country, has had at least one 
experience with a would-be assassin. 


The Prince of Wales demeanor when 


he emerged from the smoke of gun- 
powder and requested those who laid 
hands upon Sipldo not to treat him 
harshly was admired immensely. In 
perfect composure the prince returned 
to his carriage and sat down to a game 


of nap with the gentlemen attending 
him. 


He displayed similar impassivenegs. in 


the South of France at the time of the 
terrible earthquake several years ago. 


He was asleep when the shock was 


first felt, was awakened once and 
warned to escape but refused to be de- 
prived of his rest by so trivial a thing 
as an earthquake. 


It is for such British qualities as 


these that the prince is admired as well 
as for his uniform good fellowship. 


The attempt upon the prince has 


placed in still clearer relief, Ireland's 
chivalrous reception to the queen.

A Fire and "Water Trick That I* 


Pretty Hard to Explain and an Ap- 
parent Display of Strength That 
Fiuiiev Uudemtttndlnjr. 
The question of how the fakirs of 


India perform their wonderful tricks is 
a matter that has for centuries mterest- 
eU scientists, and the best explanation 
that has yet been offered of the matter 
Is that it is done by hypnotic power- 
that is, that the fakirs simply hypno- 
tize the entire audience and make them 
think that they saw trees grow out of 
the ground in a second. Libraries have 


In his 


book entitled "Quaint Corners of An- 
cient Empires" Mr. Michael Meyers 
Shoemaker deals in an 
interesting 


manner with the Indian fakirs. 


In writing about the fakirs he says: 


"The statement has been made by such 
prestidigitators as Herrmann and Kel- 
lar that they had never seen any tricks 
by these men of India which they 
could not explain. Be that as it may, 
these common street magicians of In- 
dia do some very clever things. 


"Certainly the performance before 


the Grand hotel, Colombo, this morn- 
ing, under the blazing sunlight and not 
three feet from the looker on was re- 
markable. As to the mango tree trick, 
th'ere appeared a strong resemblance 
between a tree grown yesterday and 
the one produced this morning. But it 
was in the other performances that the 
observers were most interested. 


"In one instance the fakir took a 


small jar of metal and handed It 
around to show that It was empty. 
Then, placing a copper coin between 
his teeth, he began to blow, and smoke 
soon issued from his mouth and nos- j 
trils. The jar, which was held aloft j 
all the time, was found filled with wa- 
ter, which commenced to boil furiously. 


"Passing it aside, he opened his 


mouth and ejected jets of living flame. 
Indeed the whole cavity of the throat 
appeared to be filled with .fire, which 
ignited anything with which it came 
In contact. We all saw the empty jar, 
the filled jar, the boiling water and the 
fire, but the fire never aoproached the 
jar. 


"Another trick consisted in causing 


a dead and dried up cobra to come to 
life, or so it appeared. The snake is 
usually kept m a small, round, flat 
basket with a closely fitting cover. 
This we saw was empty, and Into it 
the fakir laid the flat, dried skin of a 
dead serpent. 


''Placing it not three feet from our 


circle and in the brilliant light of the 
southern sun, he covered the basket 
with its lid and then made the usual 
passes with the inevitable cloth, about 
a yard square, which he held by two 
corners to show that it contained neth- 
ing. 


"His costume consisted of one gar- 


ment of the shirt order, the sleeves of 
•which were tucked up at the shoulders, 
affording, it would seem, scant oppor- 
tunity to hide anything, yet when, after 
a few waves of the cloth, he removed 
the lid of the basket the dead snake 
was gone and in its place rose the ma- 
jestic head and neck of one of the lar- 
gest of cobras. 


"It must be remembered that when 


we see such work in England or Amer- 
ica it is done at a distance and on the 
stage, with all the assistance of stage 
lights and shadows, but in this case we 
were out In the plain air and near 
enough for the serpent to have stung 
us. 


"The last trick consisted of a display 


of apparently wonderful strength. 
A 


boy of 10 years of age TC,as tied up in a 
large scarf, with its ends attached to 
two strong cords. At the ends of these 
cords were hollow brass cups about 
the size of an acorn. The fakir, raising 
the upper lid of each of his eyes, in- 
serted these cups thereunder, with the 
hollow side next to the eyeball, after 
which he pulled the eyelids well down. 


"Then, with hands on hips and head 


well back, he arose to his full height, 
lifting the boy a foot or more off the/ 
ground and swinging him from side to 
side, the entire weight of course falling 
upon the brass cups. It seemed a mar- 
vel that the eyeballs were not destroy- 
ed. 


"Perhaps those who understand these 


matters can explain all that was done, 
but certainly no magicians on our stage 
have accomplished similar feats, and 
yet these men are but common street 
performers."

who are so charged with "lirst prin- 
ciples" that they cannot see a stub- 
born fact: 


President Tucker of Dartmouth col- 


lege, having learned that some of his 
admirers were considering the project 
of electing him deiugate <it large from 
New Hamoshire to the coming nation- 
al republican convention, has written a 
letter declining to consider the propo- 
sition. He holds that a man must 
either be in politics in a responsible or 
an irresi>onsible way. For the latter 
kind of "political dabbling" he has no 
respect 
whatever. 
For 
"responsi- 


ble riolitics" he thinks he has no 
time apart from the ordinary duties 
of a citizen. In his letter, making his 
position clear, President Tucker states 
a principle whicn, if adopted generally 
by men of his class, would make them 
more influential as molders of public 
opinion. He holds that "the nlain con- 
dition of entering politics in any public 
•way is that a man must be able to 
know all that is going on so that 
he may know what to say and wKai 
to 
say 
and 
what 
not to 
say, 


where 
to 
strike 
and 
what 
not 


t ostrike. 
Unless a man has such 


knowledge as this his influence counts 
for nothing," In other words, the col- 
lege president, or the clergyman, or the 
lawyer should hesitate about orescrib- 
ing so promptly and jauntily, as many 
of them do, for diseases of the bodv 
politic unless they have had training 
fitting them to make a diagnosis. Lack- 
ing such knowledge, their prescriptions 
have little value, even when they are 
not positively harmful. In effect, Pres- 
ident Tucker says to American demo'c- 
racy, "Put your trust in trained stu- 
dents of statecraft, in men who have 
practical knowledge of conditions at 
home and abroad. Hold them rigidly 
to conformity to a few great ethical 
and political principles, and on, these 
let your clergy and ethical teachers 
dwell insistently, but let the adjust- 
ment of details, the elaboration of me- 
thod, the carrying out of policies be left 
to specialists, of whom tre college 
president cannot l.e one if he is to r>er- 
form the duties of a modern college ex- 
ecutive." 


It is encouraging to find President 


Tucker striking this note now at a 
time when the gravity and complexity 
«f our national politics are leading 
many of his class to distrust the hon- 
esty and ability of the men who?e past 
careers and professional training have 
fitted them to bear the burden of re- 
sponsibilty. It is soreasy for "men of 
the arm-chair" to pit and criticise men 
at the front—in Cuba, in the Philin- 
pines, in Washington. 
It is so easy 


to assume that your representatives 
^in congress are incornnetent or venal, 
that the president and his advisers are 
partisans not patriots, that the situa- 
tion Is as 9imr>ly solved as choosing 
the country road on which you will 
stroll for your Sunday outmg.

THE INCIDENT, ITS CAUSE AND ITS' CLOSING. 


THE LAW AND 


Miss Ol<ra Nethersole and her asso- 


ciates have been declared not guilty 
of offending1 public decency in the pro- 
duction of "Saoho" and "Sat>ho" is to 
be played again and at once In New 
York city. Judge Fursman, who tried 
the case, made a remarkable charce to 
tfee Jury, a charge that must have pow- 


l^xplanatlons very often corrupt good understanding1, but it seems io ua that 


at this time we should say an explanatory word to our very numerous and 
indulgent readers, who must have been considerably annoyed of late. It will 
be guessed at once that we are about to refer to the unpleasant discussion 
regarding the ownership and independence of the Transcrlut, a discussion 
which we hone is now forever ended. 


We were accused of being an Infamous people in an infamous employment, a 


people truckling for a money gain to a. hidden master, a people so lost .to 
honor and principle as to engage in conducting a public newspaper with the 
main purpose of corrupting the community, to do the will of some hidden 
power who wanted to secretly steal away the public's rights. A more serious 
and destructive charge could hardly be brought against us, for men could 
hardly be caught in baser business. 


There is nothing so ill-fitted as a new spaper to bear up against such blight- 


ing charges. A newspaper to prosper in a material way, and to have the in- 
fluence its ability deserves, must be a newspaper beyond the reach of dark, 
corroding suspicions. To the everlasting credit of the public be it said that 
the suspected newspaper cannot prosper. The public has a righteous and 
sublime comciuut for the Me\»'s»;>.i«>i" t hat takes morals in its mouth while it 
holds out a hand behind its back for ill-gotten dollars. We rejoice that this is 
so. 


No newspaper should permit itself to be suspected. Silent posinjr on a pe- 


destal of dignity but serves to invite the insiduous gnawing of the devouring 
canker. Hence we took up arms against our accuser rather than sit still and 
allow the public mind to become so poisoned concerning us that our business 
would melt away and our voice become nothing but the object of ridicule. We 
demanded the publication ot the alleged proof of our alleged infamy. We 
were met with insinuating evasion as obnoxious and hurtful as tne direct 
charges, and there was no course left us but the course of fighting to the bitter 
end. We were forced to resort to blunt weapons. Fire must be fouffht with 
fire, and the tools must be chosen to fit the work in hand. At last we wrung 
the "proof" from our accuser, and then we demolished the proof, the accuser 
and the accusations. Following that w e asked that such public umends be 
made for the great injury attempted upon us as honorable men would ma&e. 
And instead of apology or retraction we have been favored with an eloauent 
silence. 


We had a purpose in suggesting that honorable 
amends 
be 
made 
us. 


We suspected that the suggestion would not be acceptable, but we knew that 
the ignoring of it by our accuser would be a harsher commentary on that 
accuser than we would care to make and would leave us in, an impregnable 
position before the law. For can there be doubt of a devilish malice when a 
man refuses to acknowledge the integrity and honor of his neighbor, after he 
has persistently defamed him and after he has been given every opportunity 
to ascertain for himself that his false and extremely hurtful accusations have 
not the slightest foundation, in fact. 


The incident now closes. The Transcript has maintained its risrht to look 


honest men in the face. The next attempt to maliciously and untruthfully 
assail this right, no matter how feeble, will be taken before a tribunal that 
is not the tribunal of the people as addressed from the columns of this paper. 


erfully influenced the jury for acq.uit- 
tal.

The law was not mad'e for 
young girl?, but to prevent annoyance 
of a greater class—the community. 


"You 
can scarcely find arv book of 


world wide celebrity, such as every 
,man of refinement has in his home, 
which dries not contain lines as sug- 
gestive ns anything said in this play. 
If you pass down Madison avenue and 
stop to examine the new building of 
the appellate division of the supreme 
court, you will find a statue of a Greek 
woman exposing her entire bust, and 
with neithe>- arm clad. Further down 
you will find a body clad in diaphanous 
drapery, showing every online from 
the head to the feet. I have not heard 
that any reform society suggested that 
these fiugres should be removed be- 
cause of their possible influence upon 
young firls who pass in the street. 


"Sapho is not without a moral. The 


courtesan nroves to the world that 
there is a r'lace of renentancp for such 
as she. If there be evil suggested, there 
is also good. The statute under which 
the indictment was made do?? not con- 
template an act which mi^h* shock a 
person who would be ashamed of Pow- 
ers' "Greek Slave." Thej urors should 
decide whether the scenes would shock 
them or other moral men." 


Judge Furaman is an eminent jurist 


and his charge in this case may become 
weighty precedent. Accepting his rea- 
soning as sound, no one need look to 
law for much assistance in the uplift- 
ing of public morals. His theory of 
shocking all the community eopears to 
be absurd. Laws in the interest of 
morality are laws to prevent the de- 
praved in all positions of society from 
forcing what is vile but acreeable to 
them nn Ihe attention of the moral in 
all positions of society, and to s^fe- 
guard the innocent—even the young 
girls—in «li position1, cf society. 
If 


statutes framed in defense of decency 
are to b3 interpreted irom the stand- 
point of the greatest amount of im- 
moral susrecstion the putlic will stand 
instead of from the opposite stand- 
point, of what avail is law? 


Judge Fursman 
evidently reasons 


that what is permissable in "hig-h" art 
is permissable nn the stace. No friend 
of the stage as a sphere of art or as 
an educational institution will defend 
this for a moment. There are things in 
the most classic literature and things 
in the most treasured art that should 
not be tolerated on the stage. And this 
is not peculiarly true of the realists. 
Much of the work of the idealist must 
also be barred. The master in 'art or 
literature approaches us in private 
with his conception fixed almost beyond 
our power to alter it. But give this 
conception to the stage to uortray in 
public and it sinks to hopeless coarse- 
ness or worse. There is a vast differ- 
ence between the communlcatina; of 
Ideas by the means of books, statues 
or canvasses and the communicating of 
them by flesh and blood. Take the in- 
stanced "Greek Slave" and compare 
with that masterpiece- its immltation 
by the imported French noseura in 
New York concert halls.
